| without the u*e of a single drop of 
alcoholic stimulant

Vibration did it. It was the "elec- 


tronic jag," th« "vibratory bun," or 
whatever name it may come to be 
called. Dr. Abrams simply turned a 
switch and his gueat* began to show 
all tlie familiar symptoms. Some .had 
talking jags, others were hilarious 
and still others Ml asleep. 


The machine produces vibrations 


of alcohol. You put your feet oa a 
sheet of zinc, clap an electrode 
on 


your .head and John Barleycorn 
is 


with you again. Everything is there 
but the ta*te. 


There were present 
when Dr. 


Abrams gave his first demonstration 
a famous medical scientist from New 
Tork, Dr. H. E. S. Chares; Dr. A. W. 
Ward, a well-known San Francisco 
dentist; an eastern physician who 
came to San Francisco to investigate 
several of Dr. Abrams' discoveries, 
and three of Dr. Abmms' friends. 


They all agreed that alcoholic vi- 


brations -will produce symptoms of 
alcoholic intoxication. 
The effects 


they experienced at the demonstra- 
tion were as varied as 
the 
effects 


produced by the same amount of 
whiskey on various individuals. 


The discovery of the "electronic, 
lag" was purely incidental with Dr. 
Abrams, and be has had no thought 
of .making use of It except as a scien- 
tific demonstration of what may be 
done with vibration. 


The machine he uses was built for 


far different purposes. This may be 
a secret, but this is the jag formula. 
Set the regulator at "5," the differ- 
entiator at "22" and the result is al- 
coholic vibrations. 


"I could even feel something trick- 


ling down my throat." said Georgt 
Sterling, the poet, who offered him- 
self as a subject in the interest of 
scientific discovery. 


The alcoholic vibrations are abso- 


lutely imperceptible to the senses. 
The "kick" comes slowly and without 
any appreciation of the fact on the 
part of the subject 
until he finds 


himselg unduly loquacious, happy or 
sleepy. 


Dr. Abrams sugKMts that his ex- 


periment might be carried much 
further by anyone interested in this 
particular line of investigation. 
He 


recognizes that there is a great dif- 
ference between 
the 
vibrations of 


brandy, gin and champagne, at least 
as they affect the human nerves and. 
if any one can adjust his apparatus 
to a fine point, he may be able to 
poduce a champagne jag as inex- 
pensively as a "gin souie." 


For the benefit of those wiio may 


have a tnon« practical interest In Dr. 
Abrams's discovery, it mar be stated 
that the initial investment .in one of 
the electronic jsg nwhlnes would b» 
I:»>»VT, but that once acquired it 
tikes very little electric energy to) 


i run it. It would be less expensive to) 
I operate than a vacuum cleaner, and 
the supply of "jacS" is as inexhaust- 
ible as the life of the machine.

SCARS PASSING

Parts. May 5.—The mu In blue 


ha* almost entirely dliappeared from 
Fnuce, as clrllian costumes hare re- 
placed those of war. So gradual has 
been the transition 
from 
war 
to 


peace during 
the 
long months of 


demobilization that it scarcely ba* 
been 'noticed. 
But spring 
has 


brought the crowds out into 
the 


boulevards of the bigger cities and 
has brought the country's male pop- 
ulation back into the fields. For the 
first time since 1914 a 
traveler 


might wander through any but the 
devastated districts of the 
French 


republic and forget for the moment 
that there has been a war. 


Strangely enough the Americans 


leem to furnish a very large share 
of the men in uniform still seen on 
the'streets In Paris. There were 
stories printed 
way last summer 


about the last "man in khaki" dis- 
appearing from gay Paree, but they 
are still here, very conspicuous and 
in 
large 
numbers. They include 


men attached to the reparations and 
other commissions headquartering 
at 7 Rue Tilsit, officers attached to 
the grave*' registration service, men 
passing through to Coblenz or com- 
ing down from the Army of Occupa- 
tion on leave or official business, and 
•cores of Red Cross workers who 
still wear the American uniform. 


Certainly the Americans run sec- 


ond to the French, and a census of 
men in uniform in any of the big 
Paris restaurants on any night will 
generally show a preponderance of 
Americans 
over 
French. 
But so 


scarce has become the blue or the 
khaki of the soldier in the French 
capital that many 
a 
night 
the 


crowds of diners in Giro's, Maxim's, 
the Cafe de Paris, Larue's, or any of 
the big Paris restaurants will not 
contain a single uniformed fighting 
man. 
A year 
ago they tilled the 


tables. 


The appearance 
of a 
squad of 


poilus In the streets is such an event 
that passersby all stop to see what 
is happening. Generally it is a squad 
attached to some medical unit on the 
way to a military hospital. 
Even at 


the races, where soldiers and officers 
thronged by the thousands a year 
ago, the few military men in sight 
are lost in the 
crowd 
Only the 


cadets frmo St. Cyr Military Acad- 
emy are conspicuous in their high 
caps with brilliant plumes. 


Quite a number of British officers 


and Tommies still may be seen on 
the streets, along with a few Ital- 
ians, some {Serbs and a Rumanian or 
two. 
But 
the 
Senegalese, 
the 


Moroccans, 
the 
Chinese laboring 


troops, the Hindus and all that 
queer band that made Paris the most 
picturesque city of the world during 
the war are gone. 


It is in the small towns and the 


open country that the transition is 
most striking to one accustomed to 
rural or provincial France in time of 
war. This spring, for the first time 
in five years, the fields are 
being 


tilled, not by women, old men and 
boys, but 
by stalwart youths who 


only a few months - ago laid aside 
their poilu blue. 
The little hotels, 


the shops and the restaurants once 
presided over by the women of 
France while their husbands were at 
warfare back in male hands. 


And to top it all off, tha last fe- 


male taxi driver in France has just 
quit her job to marry her sweet- 
heart, back from the Balkan war.
